authority of the secretary of revenue, 
wait until the close of their fiscal year, 
Which in most cases brings them be­ 
paid the statutory period for filing 
tax reports under the calendar year 
basis. 
This means the department of 
revenue, must assess a penalty, and un­ 
der the law there is no way by which 
it can he avoided.
